ALLIES FULLY 
READY MEET 


Precautions Against Entry 
Completed More Than 
Week Ago 

LONDON, June 10.—Prepara- 
tions of the Allies with regard to 

Italy are complete and they “will 
know how to meet the sword 
with the sword,” a ministry of in- 
formation spokesman said to- 
night, 

More than a week ago the Al- 
lies had completed all precautions 
on land and sea and in the air to 
meéet Italy's expected entry into the 
war, 

Some of these measures included 
the concentration of French and 
British fleets in the Mediterranean. 

Other Allied measures however 
have been kept secret but it is 
known that the Allies will not mere- 
ly remain on the defensive against 
Italy. In other words they will un- 
doubtedly carry the attack right up 
to Mussolini's doorstep. 


FRANCE PREPARED 

In Paris it was stated that the 
French high command had alsu pre- 
pared in advance for Italy's entry 
into the war on the side of Ger- 
many. 

Paris has been placed in a state 
of defence, and the permanent staffs 
of ministries were removed to the 
provinces, 

The heads of the government re- 
main in the capita). 

Authoritative British sources 
described the Italian entry into 
the war as 3 “treacherous blow” 
and said the Italians “Must now 
expect to be treated by us in ex- 
actly the same way as the Ger- 
mans.” 

“If Italy accepted the true mean- 
ing of the past,” this source said, 
“she would be fighting on the same 
side as western civilization against

ADMIRALTY SAYS 


LONDON, June 10.—The Admir- 
alty tonight announced the sinking 
of the aircraft carrier Glorious. 

The Glorious, of 22,500 tons, was 


a sistership of the Courageous, 
which was torpedoed and sunk 
Sepi. 17, 1939. 

The Admiralty also announced 


that the destroyers Acasta and Ar- 
dent and the tanker Oil Pioneer 
were presumed lost. 

The transport Orama was sunk. 

All these ships were in com-

The Glorious carried a normal 
complement of 1,216 men, including

French general headquarters said that since the war is 
now one of large-scale movement, and the enemy is on the 
lookout for the slightest information, no further details can 
be given of actual operations than those contained in the 
communique. 


General Maxime Weygand, commander-in-chief of the 
Allied forces, reiterated his order to the troops to “hold 
fast!” in the face of the mass German onslaught in which 
more than 1,800,000 Nazi troops were engaged. 


The French soldiers are fighting with ‘courage, initia- 
tive and resistance worthy of the highest admiration,” an 
official French military spokesman said. ‘They are fight- 
ing like the soldiers of Verdun.” 


German Material Becoming Exhausted 


This spokesman explained General Weygand's statement 
“we are in the last quarter-hour” in his order-of-the-day 
yesterday as meaning that the German materia! is becoming 
rapidly exhausted. All information given by German pri- 
soners agrees on this point.

SASKATOON, June 10. 
Gustavus McKay of Semans, a 
representative of the Saskatche- 
wan Farm Loan Board, Sunday 
told Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police that he was kidnapped 
Friday night by two men, “doped” 
and robbed of $28 and his auto- 
mobile. A search for the men is 
under way. 

The police said McKay told them 
he met the men in a cafe at Wyn- 
yard, 130 miles east of Saskatoon 
and left with them to attend a dance 
at a country school Enroute the 
two asked him to stop and when 
they all got out of the car, one of 
the men seized him from behind 
and said: “This is a hold-up.” 


TIED, BLINDFOLDED 

They then tied his wrists and 
blindfolded him with a tight-fitting 
black mask. McKay was taken into 
the car but because of the mask he 
was not able to tell what direction 
they were travelling. They spent 
the night in a bluff and early in 
the morning one of them left with 
the car to purchase gasoline. 

The police found that this gaso- 
line was bought at Esk, 100 miles 
east of Saskatoon. McKay said 
he was “doped” early Saturday 


and left unconscious in an iso- 
lated barn near Dalmeny, 17 
miles northwest of Saskatoon. 


When he recovered consciousness 
Sunday morning, he reported to 
Police and the search was started. 

McKay said that he was given a 
drink by his captors after the one 
who had gone for gasoline return- 
ed. He did not remember anything 
until he awoke early Sunday morn- 


ing. He reached a nearby farm 
house exhausted and trom there 
the R.C.M.P. were called 

SAYS ROBBERY PLANNED 
McKay charged the men _ had 


planned a kidnapping and robbery 
They had ropes with which to bind 
him and the mask ready and he said 
they executed the job smoothly and 
hot like amateurs. 

R.C.M.P., in retracing the bandits’ 
trail, discovered they stopped at Esk 
early’ Saturday for gasoline and in 
the afternoon they were seen near 
Dunfermline, 15 miles west of Sask- 
atoon. 

Some of McKay's papers and 
personal belongings, scorched as if 
an attempt had been made to burn 
them, were found in a bluff near 
Dunfermline. 

McKay said his car waz a small 
sedan of last year's model. It bore 
the serial Number 024465 and 
Saskatchewan 1940 license 38-992. 
In it were two Indian blankets. 

McKay described one of the men 
@s a Canadian between 26 and 30 
years of age, five feet 10 or 11 
inches tall, well built with dark

Don't Help Goebbels 


Who hasn't gossiped about the war, 
said things he knows he should not have 
said, repeated what someone had told him 
he heard in a radio broadcast from Berlin. 

The director of public information had 
a few words to say on this subject the 
other day, to which every Canadian should 
pay attention. Repeating such rumors and 
those of other types about the events of 
the war, he said, is doing good work for 
Herr Goebbels, just the kind of work he 
would like us to do. 

A safe rule is to pass along nothing 
regarding the progress of the war or the 
nation’s war effort as being fact unless 
it has been officially announced. Informa- 
tion drawn from despatches should be 
treated as perhaps true and perhaps not 
true, for the best of war correspondents 
cannot always discover the facts in the 
wild confusion of a modern war. As for 
what one hears on the street or over the 
tea cups, it as likely as not started in some 
faulty memory or over-active imagination 
and grew as it passed from teller to teller. 

We can’t win the war, nor help win it, 
by circulating original or second-hand ob- 
sessions, misconceptions and inventions. 
But we can do a good deal in that way to 
cause false alarms, misunderstanding, 
worry and gloom. 


Planes And More Planes— 
And Crews 


How completely the blitzkrieg threw 
Allied plans out of hitch is shown in the 
statement at Ottawa that Britain had 
arranged to supply engines and bodies for 
1622 reconnaissance planes and 870 
Fairey fighters for use in the Common- 
wealth Air Training scheme. Instead 
Canada is now sending Britain every first- 
class plane it can get or build, and will 
have to find planes elsewhere for training 
purposes. 

But the training of pilots, observers 
and gunners must go on, and must go on 
faster because more planes than expected 
are being used. For efficiency there must 
be two or three crews trained for each 
new plane, to provide for reliefs, rest 
periods and mishaps. The paradox is that 
while training has to be speeded up, 
training machines are harder to get. 

There is no use now asking why the 
need of planes was so under-estimated. 
The situation has to be met, the shortage 
made up, the Allied air forces streng- | 
thened in machines and men until they can | 
take and hold the offensive everywhere. 

This can be done, and is being done. 
But it will take time, and the Allied 
peoples must not expect planes and 
trained crews to be conjured into being 
over-night. 


Italy And The Allies 


The 400 members of the Italian “col- 
ony” at Tra.., B. C., have’ pledged anew 
their loyalty to Canada, voluntarily hand- 
ed over their firearms, and made them- | 
selves responsible for the conduct of all

their countrymen in that district. 

The Grand Order of the Sons of Italy 
in southern Alberta and eastern British 
Columbia cabled Premier Mussolini asking 
him to not go to war against the Allies. 
At Vancouver a spokesman for the 20,000 
Italians residing in British Columbia said 
they will do all they can to support Can- 
ada should Italy join its enemies. 

This is good sense as well as good 
citizenship. But if is something more. 
These people have been living in Canada | 
while Fascism has grown up in their | 
native land. They represent the normal 
Sentiment of their kinsfolk. The Italians | 
have never been a quarrelsome people, 
and they have been particularly friendly 
toward Britain. A prominent Englishman 
said the other day there would be sadness | 
in British hearts if their traditional 
friendship were broken and the two 
countries set against each other. There 
will also, it may be assumed, be sadness 
in the hearts of Italians who have not 
been intoxicated by the new propaganda 
of hatred. 

So much evil can one man do in the 
world when he is allowed to take away a 
people's liberties, destroy their parlie 
ment, suppress their right to express 
themselves, and make them tools of his 
unscrupulous ambition. A million Italians 
may have to die—fighting peoples to 
whom they owe much and with whom 


they have been long on friendly terms—to 
glut Il Duce’s lust for the pagan glory of 
a war lord. 


A Turn For The Worse 


While the French generously acquit 
the German bombers of any deliberate 
attempt to kill civilians there, the raid on 
Paris seems to mark a turn—for the 
worse—in the conduct of the air war. 
Whether they meant to or not, the fact 
is the bombers did destroy hospitals and 
schools and killed and wounded large 
numbers of civilians. 

The fact also remains that there were 
plenty of other places where military 
establishments and railway junctions 
could have been bombed, perhaps with 
greater likelihood of military results, 
without endangering great masses of non- 
combatants. Paris was chosen not be- 
cause it was the most strongly fortified 
place in France, nor one of the most 
strongly fortified, but because it was a 
large city and the capital of the country. 
That is incontrovertible. 

If the killing of civilians there was not 
intentional it was the result of bombing 
an area where this was bound to happen. 
The lead was thus given and the precedent 
set for air attacks on any city, on either 
side, where there are railway junctions or 
other legitimate targets, without regard 
to the incidental destruction of civilians. 

In their operations against France and 
Britain the Nazi airmen have hitherto 
shown some discrimination, and directed 
their attacks elsewhere than upon great 
cities. The raid on Paris suggests they 
have been ordered to abandon this hu- 
mane restraint. 


About 900 British vessels, besides 
large numbers of French naval and mer- 
chant ships, were employed in taking the 
Allied forces out of Dunkirk. This helps 
somewhat to a comprehension of the size 
of the undertaking, and the amazing skill 
with which it was carried out. Ordinarily 
it would be impossible for that number of 
vessels large and small to get into and out 
of the harbor in the time without innum- 
erable collisions or a general deadlock. 
There was organization and direction, as 
well as valor and seamanship.

With official Germans like Prof. Banse openly 
proclaiming plans for a war of revenge, the 
marvel is that a rich nation like England did not 
keep pace with Germany's growing air might.

Because the Dublin discovery may be a pat- 
tern for fifth column activities in Canada, a little 
more detailed information about it may be use- 
ful. The discovery was made at the home of 
a naturalized subject of German birth named 
Stephen Carroll Held. Mr. Held for many years 
past conducted a sheet metal 
business in Dublin. He had 
an imposing residence in the 
rural suburb of Dublin 
known as Templeogue. He named his house 
“Kronstanz.” 

When a detachment of Civil Guards raided 
“Kronstanz” they found one room on the second 
floor stoutly locked. When Mr. Held, returning 
home in the small hours of the following morn- 
ing, was asked for the key, he said it was in the 
possession of a guest who had been staying with 
him for several days, but who had gone away the 
previous night. The stranger, Henrich Brandy, 
had claimed to be a relative of a man with whom 
Held did business. He had rented the room for 
fifty shillings a week. 

When the police broke into the room they 
found in addition to the above-mentioned arti- 
cles, a military cap in which were wrapped 
German and Australian medals of the last war, 
and a German Air Force badge of the Nazi re- 
gime. A tie on the dressing table had a German 
tab with the word “Berlin.” 

Whether the plausible Mr. Held is as innocent 
as he proclaims, discovery of the parachute and 
military articles make it clear that he had been 
entertaining a member of the Nazi parachute 
corps. Police in Ireland are searching for the 
alleged guest, and also for Mr. Held’s chauffeur 
who disappeared with the family car on the 
night of the raid. 

Rotterdam and other places fell to the Nazis 
because Germans engaged in business proved to 
be “fifth column” members and harborers of 
German parachute troops. People in Canada 
engaged in spy hunts may be victims of mania; 
in face of facts in Europe spy-hunting is proper 
precaution against an enemy who uses treachery 
and espionage as methods of warfare.

its elation over the success of the western drive, 
no longer concea] its intention to attempt the 
invasion of England. Maps 
were shown, prepared for 
that purpose. It may be 
there that Nazi force will 
meet disaster. Rear Admiral Yates Stirling (re- 
tired) of the U.S. Navy, in a copyright article, 
expresses the opinion that to ferry an army of 
500,000 men across the Channel would require at 
least 500 light draught vessels, with more ships 
to carry heavy artillery, tanks, military supplies, 
etc. The 25 miles across the channel from Calais 
to Dover is a pretty rough piece of water. Large 
vessels could not enter the channel ports; to 
use fishing boats would require 10,000 to 20,000 
of these cranky craft. Such an armada, however, 
well escorted by naval craft and aircraft, would 
suffer terribly under the guns, rams and torpe- 
does of the French and British fleets and shore 
batteries, History may yet repeat itself. A Ger- 
man armada may go the way of the Spanish ar- 
mada. 

Landing parachutists in England and bomb- 
ing from the air are quite within the competence 
of the Nazi forces. Parachutists will meet a 
people well prepared to receive them: the answer 
to bombing squadrons is more bombing squad- 
rons. The sea is still Britain's rampart. The 
airplane has altered land fighting, but the sea 
remains Britain's shield. The skilful and gallant 
evacuation from Junkirk, caused by King Leo- 
pold’s treachery, wil! probably mark the turn- 
ing point of the war, irrespective of any damage 
that may be caused on British soil by enemy 
bombers on destruction bent.

CAN GERMANY 
INVADE BRITAIN? 


Ottawa has since it became the capita] of 
Canada seen in the month of June the state 
funerals of two prime ministers of the dominion. 
The first was on June 10, 1891, when the body 
of Sir John A. Macdonald was carried through 
the streets from St. Alban’s church to the old 
C.P.R. depot on the flats, for transfer to King- 
ston. That funeral was a very impressive cere- 
mony, pérhape because Sir John A. was then 
more of a national figure, the creator of Con- 
federation, honored in death by even his 
political opponents. Sir John’s body had lain 
in state in the senate chamber; delegations trav- 
elled to Ottawa from near and far; everybody 
felt that @ great void had been created in the 
city’s life. When the cortege was half-way from 
the church to the railway station a severe 
thunderstorm broke and drenched most of the 
participants, though a number continued al] the 
way despite the rain. The funera) train pro- 
ceeded to Kingston, where interment was made 
in Cataraqui cemetery. 

The second state funera!] in June of a Cana- 
dian prime minister in Ottawa was that of Sir 
Robert Borden on June 12, 1937. That ceremony 
was less impressive than Sir John’s funeral. Sir 
Robert had been in retirement for 16 years; a 
new generation had arisen and his place in 
parliament and in public life was not so evi- 
dently vacant as was Sir John’s. Not that there 
was any ‘lack of public sorrow at the passing of 
the man who had steered Canada through the

of dishonor when they came to act; by such 
men as, though they failed in the attempt, 
yet would not be wanting to the city with 
their virtue, but made unto it a most honor- 
able contribution. 

To few men is given the gift of speech 
adequate at this moment to meet the welling 
need of expression. Let the words of Pericles 
today sound softly over the British dead —Win- 
nipeg Free Press. 


Polish Relief 


What the Poles who still remain in their own 
country have suffered through the inhuman and 
sadistic cruelty of their enemies cannot at this 
time be gone into in detail. Here, however, is a 
bald statement by the president of the Polish 
American Council, sent by the American Red 
Cross to the Canadian Red Cross: 

“Our information is that unless immediate 
help is brought to Poland hundreds of thousands 
of people will die before the next harvest.” 

And only a short time ago» Winston Churchill 
said: 

“Everything that has happened to the Czechs 
pales in comparison with the atrocities which, 
as I speak here, are being perpetrated on the 
Poles, In German-occupied Poland the most 
hideous of terrorism prevails. There have been 
two phases. In the first, the Germans tried to 
cow the population by shooting individuals 
picked at random from the town. ... But later 
they became more discriminating. They made 
careful search for the natural leaders of Polish 
life—the nobles, the landowners, the priests, as 
well as prominent workmen and peasants. It 
is estimated that upwards of 15,000 intellectual 
leaders have been shot. ... Torture has been 
used; press gangs seize men and women in the 
Streets and drive them off in droves to forced 
labor in Germany. Famine stalks not only amid 
the ruins of Warsaw but far and wide through- 
out this ancient country which a few months ago 
was the home of a people of over thirty-five 
millions.” 

The American Commission for Polish Relief, 
of which Herbert Hoover is ghairman, has suc- 
ceeded in extracting from the German govern- 
ment an undertaking that an American super- 
visor will be permitted to enter Poland and to 
personally see that the food sent from this conti- 
nent does reach the starving Poles. It is not 
necessary to assume humanitarian impulses on 
the part of the Germans. Without doubt their 
consent has been dictated solely by the convic- 
tion that to refuse American supervision would 
be to admit their own evil intentions and 
thereby to intensify the existing indignation of 
the people of the United States. 

Shipments of food, consisting of such essen- 
tial commodities as rye flour, corn-grits, veget- 
able fats, lard, evaporated milk and sugar, are 
being sent from New York to Poland via Genoa. 
Twenty car-loads have already reached Poland, 
and forty-six more are on the way. They have 
been passed through the Allied blockade with 
the permission and approval of the British and 
French governments, and shipped to Poland over 
the Italian and German railways.

Nutritional experts have worked 


| out a very good phrase to describe 


those who get almost enough, but 
not quite enough, of the food essen- 
tials. The phrase is “nutrition 
minus.” That suggests very accur- 
ately that the patient is getting 
some of the nourishment he needs, 
but as it is not quite complete, the 
minus sign is put there to indicate 
that here is room for improvement. 
Many wh» are now the victims of 
poor health are demonstrations of 
“nutrition minus” systems of eating. 

A change in the diet of such in- 
dividuals would be quickly ap- 
parent in an improvement in wel] 
being. “They would have more 
Strength and energy, the vital 
organs would function better, their 
skins would be more attractive, 
and all in all they would change 
over from the group made up of 
those who are not really well, to 
the group literally brimming over 
with health.

Usually, when the ears 
become stiffer they stay In place 
If they do not it is wise to make a 
fine, net hood of snug fit, reinforc- 
ing it over the ears and around the 
edges with a fine cotton tape or 
muslin, and keep ¢his on baby until 
the ears no longer fold forward so 
easily 
HELPS 

Such a hood will not change the 


shape of the ears, which, as said 
before, is due to the family pattern 
of ears the baby inherits, But it 


will prevent the baby acquiring the 
habit of pulling at the ears or of 
pressing the ears forward and lying 
upon them thus, 


FLAT HEADS 

Mothers worry whether tempor- 
ary sleeping position will change 
the shape of the baby’s head, They 
that if he likes to sleep on 
his back the back of the head looks 
There is a difference of opin- 
jon about the permanent results « 
this. Some authorities claim that 
it has no lasting effect, some warn 
that it does 


Be on the safe side. Make a 
practice, with the new-born baby, 
of changing him from side to side 
every hour. This rests him, in- 
creases his ability to sleep and 
Prevents his developing any 
strongly preferential sleeping 
position. At six weeks of age he 
can be placed on his tummy and 
then there is no danger of his 
deforming his nicely rounded 
head. He'll sleep first on one 
cheek, then the other. 

Do not jump to the conclusion 
that the net hood or stomach-sleep- 
ing will make a child's ears flat or 
his head well-shaped. But we can 
at least try to"prevent his deform- 
ing, by pressures or pulling, the 

ears and head nature intended him 
to have.

N the llth hour when the game was hovering between life and 

a lingering death, baseball has been given a blood transfusion that 
has brought it back with 4 sutge of new vitality. 

That transfusion came in the form of the U.S. National Semi-Pro 
Baseball Congress launched under the vigorous and enthusiastic leader- 
ship of Raymond Dumont of Wichita, Kansas, Back in 1931 this was just 
an idea percolating around in Dumont’s head. In 1939 the idea haa 
become 25,000 teams with 400,000 players enrolled in the Semi-Pro 
Congress and engaged in a playoff for the world championship.

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Those 25,000 teams first played off until state champions were 
decided. The state champs then came together at Wichita for the 
national championship and a minimum cash prize of $5,000 for the 
winning club. Travelling allowances were also made to all 
competitors. From Wichita the national champions went to Puerto 
Rico, with all expenses paid, for the world championship series 
against the Puerto Rico king pins. 

This year Canada becames a competitor in this North American 
playdown. The Canadian national championship will be decided in July 
at New Waterford, Nova Scotia. 

However this Semi-Pro Congress has made an even greater contri- 
bution than that of providing national and world title series. This year 
it has brought in a system of national player contracts to prevent semi-| 
pros jumping from one club to another at will, a national association of | 
semi-pro umpires and a national association of semi-pro leagues. 


Today you have in the National Semi-Pro Baseball Congress the 
mightiest baseball organization in the world, In number of players 
and teams it far surpasses all organized pro baseball. It has provided 
a foundation on which a world-wide organization can be solidly | 
built—once we get this war business attended to.
